Tre sad death of Mr. Sim- 
monds owing to the collapse 
of a balloon on Monday—fully described 
on another page—and the Balloon mis- 
adventure in the North Sea, with the 
wonderful Parachute descents of Mr. J. 8. 
Baldwin at the Alexandra Palace, have greatly increased 
public interest in the exploits of modern aeronauts. 
As will be found recounted at length elsewhere in our 
present Number, it was a British boat’s crew, belonging 
to the steam-ship Warrior, that had the good fortune to 
save the Belgian aeronauts, who were in imminent danger of 
being drowned in the North Sea. When the Belgian officers 
were saved, the balloon, having lost its ballast, reascended, and when 
last seen was proceeding in the direction of Scotland—doubtless bound 
for the Glasgow Exhibition. It will be recollected that on Aug. 31, 
1870, M. and Mdme. Durouf endeavoured to cross the Channel in a 
Ü balloon from Calais, but came to grief, and drifted in the North Sea till 
) rescued by the smack Grand Charge, which landed them at Grimsby.

London has 
lost a familiar 
figure and the 
Court and 
Society a 
genial noble- 
man by the 
sudden death 
of the 
Queen’s 
veteran 
Clerk - Mar- 
shal, Lord 
Alfred Paget, 
on board his 
yacht in the 
Caledonian 
Canal, near 
Inverness, on 
the Twenty- 
fourth of 
August. On 
the morrow 
of Her 
Majesty’s 
second visit 
to Glasgow’s 
fine Inter- 
national Ex- 
s hibition, the 
Queen, who is known to be commendably stead- 
fast in her friendships, must have heard with 
genuine grief of Lord Alfred Paget’s unexpected 
demise. General Lord Alfred Paget belonged to 
a brave and gallant house. Fifth son of the first 
Marquis of Anglesey, Lord Alfred is remembered 
by some as one of the handsomest young 
officers who took part in the Coronation 
ceremonies of Queen Victoria; and he was 
one of the most conspicuous figures near 
the Royal carriage on the occasion of her 
Majesty's Jubilee. He was the valued friend 
alike of the Queen, Prince Albert, and the Prince 
of Wales, whom he accompanied to India. As 
with others not unfamiliar with the Bohe- 
mian side of London life, I have often 
seen Lord Alfred Paget in many companies. 
When [I last met him, blithe and debonair, 
and as upright as if he carried but seven and 
forty years instead of seventy-three, he was 
standing chatting with Sir Robert Peel while 
Mr. James Willing’s beautiful Royal Jubilee 
Clock Tower at Brighton was being unveiled. 
No one who then noted his healthy appearance— 
the very personification of a Yachting Com- 
modore with many races before him yet to 
win -— could have thought for a moment 
that so very soon after he would have 
expired from a chill caught while grouse- 
shooting on a Scottish moor. Lord Alfred 
had the happiness to be tenderly cared for on 
board his yacht at the last by Lady Alfred 
Paget and his daughter Violet. Popular with 
all classes, Lord Alfred Paget was on Wednesday 
followed by many sincere mourners to his quiet 
resting-place at Hampton.

OUR TIBET TROUBLE. 


Tue Sikkim Expedition is likely to cost us dear. 
The Viceroy of India sent the Expedition to 
Sikkim, in the Himalayas, to oust the Tibetans, 
who had built a fort on the Indo-Tibet road, at 
Lingtu, to prevent a British Mission from enter- 
ing Tibet. Colonel Graham, R.A., was in 
command of the British Expedition. The 
mountainous nature of the country rendered the 
marching very arduous and fatiguing.

We print a couple of Views to represent 
the hilly nature of the country. One is the 
Teesta Bridge. From the Teesta River to 
Kalimgunge, barely two and a half miles, is 
an ascent of 3600 feet; and many of the 
marches, we are told, are even steeper. The 
Tibetans, brave but badly armed, have a 
trick of casting a lot of heavy stones, as indi- 
cated in our other Engraving, over a per- 
pendicular cliff, to fall on the enemy marching 
along the mountain-side road. For this purpose 
they devise a ‘“‘ booby trap,” the stones being 
collected and put on a board which is only kept 
in a horizontal position by a rope; and when 
they cut the rope, at a suitable moment, down 
come the stones, with disastrous results, ob- 
viously, sometimes. Forewarned in this matter, 
our gallant soldiers will be forearmed, it is to be 
hoped. 

+ * * 

We learnt from Calcutta on Monday last that 
Lieutenant Justice, who was dispatched with 
twenty-five men to search for the bridge con- 
structed by the Tibetans over the Rungpur, 
discovered two bamboo bridges, both of which he 
destroyed.

MR. SIMMONDS'S FATAL BALLOON 
DESCENT. 

On Monday evening, about six o’clock, Mr. Sim- 
monds, the well-known aeronaut, while descending 
in his balloon at Wickham Bishops, near Witham, 
Essex, met with an accident which resulted fatally a 
few hours later. Mr. Simmonds was accompanied 
by two gentlemen named Myers and Field, the latter 
of whom received a compound fracture of the thigh, 
and the former, although rendered unconscious for 
a time, escaping, apparently, without any serious 
ANAS * < x 


On each Monday for some weeks past balloon 
ascents have been made by Mr. Simmonds from the 
grounds of the Irish Exhibition at Olympia, and 
recently a determination has been expressed to 
complete an aerial journey to Vienna, a fee of five 
guineas being asked from those who wished to 
accompany Mr. Simmonds in his attempt to reach 
that city. 

* x . * 

Mr. Simmonds has on more than one previous 
occasion successfully crossed to the Continent, and, 
singularly enough, in these journeys he has almost 
always selected as his starting-point Maldon, only 
three miles from the place where on Monday he met 
with the accident resulting in his death. In March, 
1882, he started from Maldon with Colonel Brine, and 
then, owing to the collapse of his balloon, narrowly 
escaped drowning in mid-Channel, being rescued 
with his companion by a passing vessel, Laterin 
the same year he successfully crossed from Maldon to 
Arras, and in the following year, accompanied by 
Sir Claude de Crespigny, he, again starting from 
Maidon, succeeded in ge ma Papia at Oudekerk, 
near Flushing. In 1883, also, he crossed with Mr. 
Smale from Hastings to Cape La Hogue. Another 
balloon trip taken by Sir Claude de Crespigny, 
whose residence is also close to the scene of Monday’s 
mishap, with Mr. Simmonds was unfertunately 
attended by an accident, Sir Claude breaking his leg 
in the descent. 

* e * 

The ascent last Monday was made from Olympia 
shortly after four o'clock. There was a strong 
south-west wind blowing, and it ap to have 
been a most enjoyable trip until the aeronaut decided 
to descend. ‘The locality was everything that could 
be desired for descending, and everything seemed. 
all right until the grappling-irons caught in one of 
the three elm trees, and Mr. Simmonds endeavoured 
to come to earth outside them. The balloon, un- 
fortunately, came down with a bump, and in going 
up again struck a tree violently. The silk burst 
with a loud report, and became detached from the 
car, which again came to the ground with such 
terrible force as to smash it almostto atoms. Several 
persons who witnessed the unfortunate descent were 
quickly on the spot. Mr. Gutteridge, surgeon, of 

aldon, soon arrived, and pronounced Mr. Simmonds’ 
case hopeless, the base of the brain being fractured. 
As kani stated, Mr. Field sustained a broken 
thigh, but Mr. Meyers escaped with a severe shaking. 
Mr. Simmonds lingered unconscious until nine 
o'clock, when the doctors pronounced life to be 
extinct, the cause of death being concussion of the 
brain. Apart from ordinary balloon ascents,

and flying-machines. One of his own invention was 
tried in 1874. It is said to have carried some sand- 
bags about 100 ft. high and then to have fallen. It 
was again tried in 1875 and again failed.

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THE FISHERY DISPUTES 
BETWEEN THE 
UNITED STATES AND CANADA. 


Americans on both sides the 
Atlantic will readily admit that 
throughoutandsincethelament- 
able Civil War the great Re- 
public of the United States has 
had no stauncher friend or 
admirer than The Penny Illus- 
trated Paper. In sunshine and 
in storm, we have consistently 
sympathised with our kith and 
kin across the Atlantic, and 
have from the first strenuously 
endeavoured to cement the 
strong and natural alliance 
existing between Great Britain 
and the “ West of the Free.” 
With this feeling of hearty 
sympathy uppermost, we had 
cordially hoped that the 
amicable efforts of our Minister 
at Washington and of Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain as the 
Special Plenipotentiary of the 
British Government had been 
successful in settling the unfor- 
tunate fishery disputes that have 
existed between the United 
States and the Canadian Govern- 
ment. The Conference of last 
Spring concluded with the sign- 
ing of a fair agreement. Mr. 
Chamberlain received “the 
Marquis of Salisbury’s thanks 
for the apparent success of his 
mission; and all but a few 
thought a ticklish question was 
at last. arranged in a friendly 
fashion. Although the Ameri- 
can Senate, in its wisdom -or 
unwisdom, has quashed this 
hopeful arrangement, it is but 


———— 


tion as the remaining mode of treating the 
situation, and evokes the aid of Congress ™ 
such a further grant of power as may render 
effective a policy of retaliation, which, if entered 
upon, should be thorough and vigorous. He calls 
attention to the law of March 3, 1887, providing 
for retaliation for inhospitable acts towards 
American ships in Canadian waters, which 
should be properly enforced, and further recom- 
mends immediate legislative action for conferring 
upon the executive power to suspend by pro- 
clamation the operations of all laws permitting 
the transit of goods in bond across the States to 
or from Canada. Mr. Cleveland also refers to 
the fact that while the navigation of lakes with 
canals and other public works built and main- 
tained by Government are free to all the 
Dominion, lochs and canals are subject to tolls, 
&c., to the detriment of Americans. He there- 
fore recommends laws giving Canadians navi- 
gating American canals precisely the same 
advantages (and disadvantages also, presumably) 
as are granted to Americans navigating n 
Canada. We can only hope that when the elec- 
tioneering excitement in the United States has 
subsided, a less contentious frame of mind will 
prevail. A fair-minded Arbitration Board should 
easily and without friction settle all fishery 
differences.

DESCENT OF A BELGIAN 
BALLOON IN THE NORTH SEA. 


We gather from the best of Belgian newspapers, 
I? Indépendance Belge, particulars of the balloon 
misadventure illustrated on our front page. It 
was on Monday evening, Aug. 20, the ascent was 
made from the 
ARTILLERY GROUNDS OF BERCHEM, 
in Belgium, the car containing M. Toulet, 
Captain Mahauden, and Lieutenant Croy. 
Lieutenant Croy has given the following narra- 
tive of his voyage and rescue. He said that 
there was nothing when the ascent was made to 
lead to the supposition. that the balloon would 
drift out to sea. Pilot balloons had been sent 
up, which at first took a northerly direction, and 
when they arrived at a great altitude turned to 
the west—that is to say, towards Germany. The 
balloon did not rise high in the first instance. It 
PASSED OVER ANTWERP 

at a height of two hundred métres. It was very 
dark, and little could be discerned except the 
Scheldt, which was crossed twice. When over 
Walcheren Island the aeronauts made a mistake, 
and imagined they were going towards the west, 
when in reality they were drifting over the North 
Sea. It wasthen about 2.30 a.m., the balloon

FIVE VILLAGES HAVE BEEN TOTALLY BURIED. 
The state of the bodies recovered resembles the 
appearance of victims of a huge boiler explosion. 

MANY ARE CUT TO PIECES, 

and others are parboiled, so that it is difficult to 
distinguish sex. But the most ghastly sights 
which met the eye of the helpers were bodies 
dangling on the branches of blackened and 
charred trees. Thrown into the air by the awful 
violence of the eruption, their descent had in 
many cases been arrested by the trees, and there 
the victims hung, their bodies exposed to the 
cruel and wellnigh ceaseless 


from their agony; yet, short as the time was, 
their sufferings must have been past belief. In 
other places flesh hangs from the branches of 
the trees as paper from London telegraph-wires.

Before that M. Toulet had made a sort of 
special anchor for the balloon, consisting of a 
sailcloth tied to the end of a rope. At about 
seven o’clock the aeronauts caught sight of the 
smoke of a steamer coming from the north. 
Hope returned to them, and M. Toulet again 
opened the valves, and the balloon descended. 
This happened at about 1200 métres from 
Zierikzee.

TRAGEDY AT SURBITON. 


MAJOR HARE SHOT BY HIS SON. 

Great sensation was caused last Sunday evening 
in the suburban district of Surbiton by the 
rumour, which unfortunately proved too true, 
that a shocking domestic tragedy had been 


enacted at St. James’s-road. At No. 13 in this 
thoroughfare resided Major Hare, a retired army 
officer, and a gentleman highly respected in the 
locality. It appears that his second son, Gordon 
Hare, has for some years past caused considerable 
trouble and anxiety to his parents, who on more 
than one occasion have, in consequence of his bad 
habits, furnished him with funds to leave the 
country. He invariably came back after a lapse 
of time, and caused disturbances at his father’§ 
residence. About eighteen months or two years 
ago, upon returning from Australia, his conduct 
was so violent towards his father that the latter 
was reluctantly compelled to charge him before 
the Kingston county Justices, and the son went to 
prison in default of finding sureties for good 
behaviour. On Sunday evening, in the absence 
of the Major, who was at church, the son in 
question unexpectedly called at No. 13, and asked 
to see his father. He was refused admission—so 
it is said, by his mother—and went away. A few 
minutes before eight o’clocl: he returned to the 
house, and stood on the«steps leading to the 
front door, apparently waiting for the approach 
of Major Hare. As soon as the latter entered 
the front gate two revolver shots were heard, 
shortly followed by a third. Inspector Thurnby 
and Police-Constable Butcher were quickly on the 
spot, anda shocking sight met their view. Major 
Hare was found just inside the gate, whilst the 
son was lying across the steps. The father was 
dead; and the son, who had placed the revolver 
in his own mouth and discharged it, showed some 
signs of life, and was promptly removed by the 
police to the Surbiton Cottage Hospital, directly 
opposite. 
A PORTSMOUTH HORROR. 


On Sunday afternoon a ghastly discovery was 
made in a house in St. Mary-street, Portsmouth, 
occupied by a man named Thomas Jones. He 
formerly served in the Marine Aréillery, and at 
the expiration of his term he opened a barber’s 
shop. Inspector Porter and Sergeant Fry 
entered by the front upstairs window, and on 
going to the back room below found Jones and 
his wife lying on the floor dressed, and each with 
a gash in the throat which had caused death. A 
razor, covered with blood, was lying near. 


MURDER AT BELFAST. 

A brutal murder was committed at about mid- 
night last Saturday in a house in a low quarter of 
Belfast. The victim was a woman named Mary 
Jane Phillips, the paramour of the tenant of the 
house—an ex-cardriver, named M‘Keown, who 
has been arrested on a charge of murder.

of age, one of the three Innerkofers who have a 
world-wide celebrity as Dolomite guides. At 
two o’clock on Monday morning, Aug. 20, 
Michael Innerkofer started with two young 
students from Munich, to make the ascent of 
Monte Cristallo. Two parties of tourists had 
preceded them, and one followed. All arrived 
safely on the summit, having walked over the 
fresh snow which covered a crevasse sixty-six 
feet wide. Innerkofer’s party descended first, 
and, in consequence of the snow-field over the 
crevasse having given way under the feet of the 
last ascending party, Herr Wiesbeck, one of the 


students, who was the first on the rope, had 
to make a jump. In attempting this he fell 
into the crevasse, dragging his companion with 
him, and 

INNERKOFER, WHO WAS THE LAST ON THE ROPE, 


proving quite unable to hold his ground, also 
followed. The two students sustained only 
slight injuries, but the guide, Innerkofer, who 
struck his head against the edge of the crevasse, 
was killed, 

HAVING HIS SKULL FRACTURED
